an editor, an article denouncing Pierre as a 
renegade republican and a brutal Corsican 
and as capable of anv crime 1'ierrtS.mad- 
dened by this attack, sent to Henri Roche- 
fort, the pnncipal editor of the Marseilaisc, 
a challenge couched in rtie most insulting 
terms, and explaining that it wss,scnt to 
him beciuse the »nter did not wish to 
meet a subordinate editor.
